No. 4/63.—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Imports and 
Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), as In force in India and as applied to 
the State of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby makes the following 
order further to 1 amend the Imports (Control) Order 1955, namely:—- 

1. Short title.— This Order may be called the Imports (Control) Third Amend¬ 
ment Order, 1963. 

2, Amendment of Schedule L— In Part III of Schedule I to the Imports (Control) 
Order, 1955. against S. No. 5(1), for the existing entry In column 2, the following 
entry shall be substituted namely:— 

The following textile machinery and apparatus by whatever Power operated 
when required for textile industries other than jute and hemp, namely:— 

Blow-room machinery. Carding Engines. Combers, (including Silver Lap 
Machines. Ribbon Lap machines, Lan Former), Speed Frames, Draw 
Frames, Ring Frames, Warp and Weft Preparatory machinery (wind¬ 
ing machine, Warping machine,; Sizing machine, Pirn Winding 
machine), Drawing-in and Twistine-in machines (Warp tying 
machine. Reaching-in machines, etc.). Doubling machines, looms (all 
types). Wool Carding, Spinning and Weaving machinery, Silk Throw¬ 
ing, Reeling, Twisting and Weaving machinery, Waste Spinning 
machinery (all types). 

No. 5/63 .—Tn exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Imports 
and Exnorts (Control) Act. 1947 (18 of 1947), as in force in India and as applied 
to the State of Pondicherry, the Central Government herehv makes the follow¬ 
ing order further to amend the Imports (Control) Order 1955, namely:—• 

1 , Short title.— This Order may he called the Imports (Control) Fourth 
Amendment Order, 1963. 

2. Amendment of Schedule I.— In Part III of Schedule I to the Imports (Con¬ 
trol) Order, 1955, against S. No. 6, for the existing entry in column 2, the follow¬ 
ing entry shall be substituted namely:— 

6(a) Knitting machines including hosiery machines to be worked by manual 
lahnur or which require for their operation less than one quarter of 
brake horse power. 
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6(b) Knitting machines (including hosiery machines and embroidery 
machines) but excluding Knitting machines requiring less than one 
quarter horse power for their operation, 

6(c) Component parts for knitting machines, hosiery machines and embroi¬ 
dery machines falling under (a) and (b) above (excluding hosiery 
needles). 

No. 6/63. —In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Imports & 
Exports (Control) Act 1047 (18 of 1947), as In force in India and as applied to 
the State of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby makes the following 
order further to amend the Imports Control Order, 1965 namely:— 

1. Short title, —This order may be palled the Imports (Control) Fifth Amend¬ 
ment Order, 1963. 

2. Amendment of Schedule I. —In Part V of Schedule I to the Imports (Con¬ 
trol) Order 1955, against S. No. 101-A/V, after the existing entry in Col. 2, the 
following shall be inserted namely:—
